THE ROUGH RIDERS- 

The public has never known 
whether to be proud of the gay 
and gaudy Rough Riders, led by 
by that original genius, Theodore 
Roosevelt, or not. They were 
formed from a very boisterous 
class of individuals apt to be noted 
fat hard drinking, hard swearing, 
hard riding, and maybe hard fight¬ 
ing qualities. They even exceed¬ 
ed Hobson in their eagerness to 
show they were game, and got in 
to uncalled for danger and bore 
themselves very gallantly. It was 
like Hobeon’a feat,-very gloriouB 
but very poor war. 

Now the Rough Riders have 
been rebuked for their self conceit. 
Rooeevelt tried to pull a few 
string* in order to get hi* com¬ 
mand ordered to Porto Rico. He 
writes hia friend the Secretary of 
War, and declare* that the Rough 
Rider* are “as good as regulars 
and three times as good as any 
State troops.” . . 

Secretary Alger, the grim old 
American who site in Washington 
at the head of war affaire, takes 
the opportunity for rebuking the 
dramatio Colonel who is fond of 
grand atand plays. He cables to

and glory of your victory, you 
make no invidioua comparison*. 
The Rough Rider* are no better 
than other volunteers. They had 
an advantage in their arm*, for 
which they ought to be very grate¬ 
ful.

nel leads his regiment by other 
regiments the State volunteers will 
make remarks that the Rough Rid¬ 
ers will find it hard to bear.

• the Civil War there were always 
some soldiere who in the heat of 
battle woold spare a *hot or two at 
an officer whq like the Colonel had 
incurred their ill-will.
